Ten Tramp Steamers Bound for
Columbia.

MONARCH THIRDTO GETWHEAT

Entire Fleet Flies Flag of Great Britain,
While Few Are Being Charted to Carry
Cargo to the Orient—-Movements in
the Harbor.

PORTLAND, Sept, 24—Aunnouncement
is made that the English steamship
Piitish Monarch has been chartersd 1o
transport a cargo of grain from Portland
to Burope, and that she will arrive the
latter part of next month. With her
added to the ligt there are threg tramps
of the Monarch Line under charter for
the same puipose, the other two heing
the Indian and Scottish Monarchs,

Ten tramp steamers, which have been
engaged to carry wheat and flour to
Furope and the Orient, are now boul
for the Colmmbin River. Aside from those
mentioned the other seven are: Strath-
endrik, Strathfillan, Stratheamn, Fern-
dene, Den Airlie, Netherlee and
Tymerie. The Redbill, Barkston and
Koloma are in the harbor either taking
on oF preparing to receive cereal cargoes
for transportation to ports across the
